H ow th e Game Warn P la yed In V en­ 
ice S evera l C enturlc* A g o. 
A book published at Venice in 1555 
by Antonio Scuino relates methods of 
play in a real football that was actual­ 
ly called by the same name. The field 
‘‘wa s so large that no one, however 
strong, could quite throw a stone from 
oae end to the otrfer,” aud it wa s about 
half as wide. 
Twenty, thirty or forty 
persons could participate on a side, the 
number being regulated by the size of 
the available held. 
Goals were set up 
at either end. No one was permitted to 
strike the ball with the outstretched 
arm or with anything he might carry 
in his hand. Nevertheless he wa s per­ 
mitted to “ strike the ball with what­ 
ever part of his body that he pleased.” 
If the ball came rolling toward him 
he wa s allowed to kick it, the infer­ 
ence being that if It were lying still lie 
could not do so. The field wa s divided 
by a transverse line “ into two equal 
parts, and In the middle lay the ball. 
The players were chosen, those who 
were goiug to make up the opposing 
parties, by means of colors, by which, 
In the struggle of the contest, each 
could recognize his own side. 
When 
the signal was given by the roll of the 
drum or the blast of a trumpet a play­ 
er rushed forward, one who had been 
chosen by lot to be the first to kick the 
ball with his foot. This action wa s un­ 
derstood to be the begiuuing of the 
contest, so that after It it was permit­ 
ted to no one from either party to seize 
It. to strike it and to drive It as victor 
over the goal. 
It wa s perhaps from 
the method of beginning the game that 
It was called football.” 
These Italian games had their origin 
In the ancient pastimes of the Greeks 
and Romans, and In reality approach 
nearer to the modern idea of football 
than do the beginnings of the game in 
northern countries. Football is believ­ 
ed by some authorities to have been a 
portion of the worship of the Celtic 
sun god, one of the rites attendant on 
the celebrative ceremonies. Some also 
hold a strong belief that Its original 
form wa s introduced into England by 
the Romans.—Donnie P. Meyers In 
Outing Magazine.

Washington, Dec. 14.—The “ washing 
of Democratic linen for the amuse­ 
ment of Republicans,” a s Williams, the 
minority leader, put it Monday, occu­ 
pied the attention of the house 
for 
more than four hours. 
The result ac­ 
complished wa s a deft, thrown at the 
minority leader by Representative La­ 
mar. of Florida, and another by Rep­ 
resentative Shackleford, of Missouri. 
The complaint of both resulted from 
the failure of W illiams to recommend 
their 
reappointment as members of 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce. 
Both made long speeches 
iu which W illiams’ leadership was a s­ 
sailed from many points. 


La m a r B eg in s the F.nterfa inm ent. 
Lamar wa s first recognized and re­ 
verted to the question of committee 
appointments he had referred to on 
Monday. 
Williams at once left 
his 
sea t and took up a place near Lamar. 
Speaking of the leadership of W ill­ 
iams, Ifiinmnr said he would recognize 
him as the party leader, but not per­ 
sonally. “ until he relieves me of an un­ 
just charge on his part.” 
Lamar re­

"The word 
of one Missouri Democrat Is equal to 
that of two leaders,” was u retort of 
Shackleford to a statement of W illiams 
denying the use of certain language at 
the St. Louis convention. “ Out in Mis­ 
souri w e have raised the cry ‘down 
with the bosses,’ ” declared Shackle­ 
ford, who insisted that the wishes of 
his constituent« were much more to 
him than the leadership of Williams. 
Continuing 
his 
denunciation 
of 
“ bosses” Shackleford said it wa s the 
McCalls and McCurdys who prevented 
the election of W. J . Bryan as presi­ 
dent. and that H. H. Rogers and J . 
Pierpont Morgan would be delighted 
to ha ve the Democracy of the cotin try 
under the control of one boss. 
W illiams said he had enough and 
did not desire to reply. 
The past had 
gone. 
H e looked to the future and 
believed that this year there would be 
found six Democrats on a committee 
who would agree. He w a s tired of dis­ 
cord. 
"We are represented now in all 
the funny papers of the country as 
a donkey.” 
“ The trouble is.” he con­ 
tinued. turning to the Republican side 
of the chaml» er, "that the people of the 
country are tired of you and are afraid 
of us, and it is partially on account 
of such things as happened here this 
morning that it is afraid of us.”

“ I am,” he said, “ about to per­ 
form a very unpleasant duty, and one 
a s to the wisdom of which I have 
serious doubts. 
The gentleman takes 
himself too seriously. 
He thinks he 
can make a national is-oie out of a 
committee assignment, but he can’t do 
it. 
He thinks he » .-as removed, but 
he was not. 
There wa s no commit­ 
tee.” 
W illiams asked if he would not 
have bpeu laekiug in moral courage 
and in every essential of a floor lead­ 
er if he had made up a minority mem­ 
bership of the commerce 
committee 
which would have been divided lour 
to two ou the » question of railroad 
rates.

versation of Saul ou his way to Da ­ 
mascus. 
It was inspired, he declared. 
Long applause followed the statement 
of W illiams that he should ignore the 
a mar.

As They A re Sta ted by a Man O pposed 
to P h ilip p in e F ree Trade. 
Washington, Dec. 14.— Discussion of 
the Philippine tariff before the house 
committee on ways and means has be­ 
gun. F. It. Hathaway, secretary of the j 
sugar manufacturers, wa s the 
chief 
speaker, and reviewed testimony given 
by Philippine citizens ami officials at | 
the hearings before the senator» and j 
representatives included in the Taft 
party at the time of their visit to the 
islands last summer. 
Hathaway declared that, including 
the cost of food g iven Filipino labor- ! 
ers the pay of such workmen never 
exceeds 16 cents a day, as against ! 
$ 1.50 a day for sugar laborers in Mich- j 
igan and $ 2 n day in Colorado. 
In the 
islands one laborer tills 2% acres, said 
Hathaway, and in the United States 
one man tills five acres. 
Although testimony wa s given in the j 
islands that only one crop of sugar a 
year is generally produced, Ha tha wa y j 
produced testimony from sugar grow­ 
ers that two crops are frequently har­ 
vested in a year and sometimes even 
more. 
He said the freight on sugar 
from the islands to New York, in­ 
cluding insurance, is only 24 cents per 
100 pounds, or the sa m e a s the rate 
from Michigan refineries to Duluth or 
St. Paul, Minn. 
Hathaway said tha t under the pro­ 
posed reduction of tariff to 25 per cent, 
of the Dingley schedule Philippine su­ 
gar would cost in New York less than 
$ 1.25 a hundred. Ha tha wa y said it cost 
Michigan sugar producers about $ 3.90 
a hundred to deliver their product on 
!>oard cars at the factories. 
m
